1 . Claims 1-7, 9-14 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record specifically Mae et al (Pub. No.: US 20020143924) fails to suggest or 
disclose the collective features of the invention such as: "a confirming section that confirms 
whether the image forming apparatus is operable with a combination of the data stored in the 
storage devices immediately after the overwrite section overwrites the data or immediately after 
power to the apparatus is turned on; and a second control section that executes, when the 
confirming section confirms that the image forming apparatus is not operable, a control to 
overwrite the data in the storage devices on the basis of the basic data and overwrite data stored 
in the storage section, thereby to realize a latest, optimal combination of data" These features 
along with the rest of the claim limitations would render the claims allowable.
